taking and what the climatic 
conditions will be, so they 
can give the car a physical 
exam suitable for a long- 
haul voyage. 

Cheske encourages parents 
to avoid the urge to build 
spontaneity into their ex- 
pedition, and to plan carefully 
in advance. In more popular 
travel areas it’s especially 
possible that a family without 
reservations would have to 
travel from hotel to hotel 
looking for a room when the 
kids are tired and hungry. 

A travel agent or auto-club 
staff member can help in 
assisting with day-by-day 
planning, mapping out the 
route, and alerting families to 
any planned road closures or 
other problems that could 
interfere with the trip. 

Cheske encourages families 
to avoid tackling more than 
300 miles a day. “It’s a com- 
fortable distance,” he says. 

“It will give the family time 

to play and unwind at that 
night’s destination.” Cheske 
also suggests frequent breaks 
—about every two hours— 

at parks or rest areas to give 
everyone a chance to stretch 
and freshen up. 

When packing for the trip, 
Cheske says the goal should 
be to meet the needs of every- 
one while leaving room for 
the family. Bringing clothes 
that are easily washable 
and that can be mixed and 
matched reduces the bulk 
in suitcases and duffles. 

For in-car entertainment, 
Cheske recommends a bag 
of new, small toys that can 
be periodically distributed 
as boredom peaks. 

Packing a small cooler with 
drinks and snacks can also 
help to keep spirits up and 
reduce the number of “I’m 
thirsty” stops the family has 
to make. 

What's interesting, says 


Dexter Koehl, spokesperson 
for the Travel Industry of 
America, in Washington, DC, 
is that over the last six years 
Americans have been taking 
more frequent but shorter 
trips. The average trip last 
year lasted only 4.3 days, a 
fact Koehl attributes to the 
rising number of dual-income 
families who often find it hard 
to'match vacation schedules 
to work commitments. But 
despite the shorter window 
of opportunity for travel fun, 
the vast majority of vacationers 
are still going to their vacation 
destinations by car.

Vacation Trips: 


RIVER RAFTING 
WITH KIDS 


For those interested in real- 
life outdoor thrills, nothing 
beats white-water river rafting. 
It’s something everyone can 
do together, regardless of 
their individual skill level. 

Families with younger chil- 
dren can enjoy quiet, scenic 
excursions on calm stretches 
of river, with chances to 
observe wildlife and hear the 
sounds of nature. For older 
kids, trips can provide theme- 
park-like jaunts, with splashes, 


waves, and true adventure. 


The trick for parents is to 
select a competent outfitter 
with a trip appropriately 
geared to the ages and bent 
of the children, says Dee Dee 
Baldwin, owner of Great 
Northern Whitewater in West 
Glacier, Montana. *Parents 
should look at the individual 
children and ask how much 
they enjoy scary rides and 
water splashing them in 
the face," she suggests. 

Generally, outfitters say 
kids younger than six may 
be frightened by all but the 
tamest of trips. The best bet 
is to discuss the options with 
the river rafting staff. A lot 
depends on the amount of 
water in the river at a given 
time, and that can fluctuate 
with seasons, weather con- 
ditions and control of upstream 
dams, says Baldwin. 

Trip options vary from half- 
day river trips to week-long 
excursions that can include | 
activities like fishing, bicycle 
riding, hiking, horseback | 
riding, hot-air ballooning, 
kayaking, jeep trips, rock 
climbing and tubing, in 
addition to rafting. 

Baldwin suggests families 
start first with a short day trip, 
just to be sure everyone likes 
to raft and does well. She

Because wet feet 
are absolutely guaranteed on 
a rafting trip, tie-on or secured 
sandals are considered the 
best footwear. Sun protection, 
including sunscreen and a visor 
or cap, helps prevent sunburn. 

Baldwin recommends par- 
ticipants leave their valuables

outfitters take pictures of the 
rafting groups as they paddle 
through an exciting spot in 
the river, and the photos are 
usually available to order as 


-soon as the raft trip is over. 


Waterproof cameras are good 
to bring along on longer trips, 
when there are opportunities 
to get out on the beach and 
take in the scenery. 

"It's important to go with a 
qualified outfitter," warns 
Baldwin, who suggests par- 
ents review the firm's brochure 
carefully, looking for member- 
ship in such organizations 
as America Outdoors, which 
perform regular reviews to 
ensure that safety and quality 
standards are met. Some 
states also license river 
outfitters, and that should 
also be noted in the 
marketing literature.

reliably rise? Food additives— 
probably the most misunder- 
stood element in food. 

Many people worry about 
food additives and consider 


. them something to be avoided 


or feared. Consumers began 
to develop an uneasiness 
about food additives in the 
early 70s, when saccharine 
was pulled from the shelves 
after laboratory studies 
showed it was carcinogenic 
when given in large doses to 
laboratory rats. Yet scientists 
point out that, when used 


according to Federal Drug 
Administration (FDA) 
regulations, food additives are 
safe and actually can improve 
the nutritional value and the 
shelf life of foods. 

According to the FDA, an 
additive is any substance that 
affects the characteristics of a 
food. Catherine Bailey, science 
policy analyst with the FDA, 
explains that additives have a 
wide range of purposes, such 
as preserving food, adding 
flavor to food, and coloring, 
blending, and thickening foods. 

Additives have been used 
for hundreds of years: salt was 
added to meats and fish; herbs 
and spices were applied to 
improve flavor; sugar was used 
to extend the life of fruit; and 
vinegar was added to pickles 
for preservation. Not all 
additives are 20th century 
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chemicals. Some come from 
natural sources, such as soy- 
beans, corn, or beets. But food 
specialists say that whether an 
additive is natural or artificial 
is not related to its safety. 
"Increasingly, we find 
additives are necessary to 
keep food safe," says Bailey. 
"Unless you're going to stay 
at home and prepare the food 
the way our relatives did, 
day after day, you need 
these additives." 
Today, additives are closely 
regulated, through the 1958 


Federal Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act and the Food 
Additives Amendment passed 
in 1958. The law requires FDA 
approval before an additive 
can be included in a food. 

To gain FDA approval for a 
new additive, manufacturers 
petition the FDA. The agency 
determines if the substance is 
safe under the proposed 
conditions of use, based on 
the available research. 

To help ensure important 
feedback is being received by 
the agency for review, the FDA 
operates an adverse reaction 
monitoring system (ARMS) 
to review all food-related 
complaints by consumers 
or physicians. 

Bailey advises parents to 
read the labels of the foods 
they buy and to talk with the 
grocery store manager or to 


. call the local office of the FDA 


if they have questions. She also 
suggests parents encourage 
their children to eat a wide 
variety of foods, including fresh 
fruits and vegetables. 

Some people—an estimated 
2 percent of the population— 
are sensitive to specific food 


ingredients, including sulfites 
and food dyes such as Yellow 
5. Once such a sensitivity is 
identified, carefully reading 
food labels becomes critical, 
says Bailey. 

Expect to see some exciting 


new additives in the next few 
years. The FDA is currently 
developing new policies to 
deal with the impact of bio- 
technology on the food 
industry (such as genetically- 
derived tomatoes). And fat 
substitutes will probably be 
available in the near future 
to replace dietary fats.

“I still enjoy moving out of myself to interpret a 
character," says distinguished actress 
Joan Plowright, who makes her Disney Channel 
debut in On Promised Land, an original drama set in 
the American South

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LOWRIGHT has been a 
' leading light and dominant force 


& onthe British stage for nearly four 


decades. Blessed by early associations 
with some of England's greatest 
performers—her mentors included Dames 
Peggy Ashcroft and Edith Evans; she was 
married to Lord Laurence Olivier—Joan 
Plowright has garnered awards and 
accolades for parts ranging from Saint 
Joan to broad farce. 

For the past five years it has been 
America's turn to fall in love with Ms. 
Plowright. It was director Lawrence 
Kasden who cast her as the mother in 
his 1990 film | Love You To Death, and 
she's been working steadily on both sides 
of the Atlantic ever since. Last year Ms. 
Plowright was nominated for an Academy 
Award for her part in the film Enchanted 
April. On April 17, she makes her Disney 
Channel debut in On Promised Land, a 
poignant original drama set in the 
American South of the 1950s. 

We caught up with Ms. Plowright 
recently to talk with her about her life on 
the stage and in film, her feelings about 
acting, and her reaction to her newfound 
American fans. 


TDC: What draws you to a part like Mrs. 
Appletree in On Promised Land? 

JP: She's a lovely part, a very interesting 
lady. At the beginning of the film she is so 
closed up and retiring, but she goes on an 
internal journey and progresses. By: 
opening up her eyes to the injustices 
around her, she comes back to life. 


TDC: And acting, what drew you to acting? 
JP: | don't know. My mother ran an 
amateur dramatic society; she was an 
acclaimed actress in our small town. But 
she couldn't stand rejection so she never 
went on with a professional career. At 14 
or 15, I discovered | could make an 
audience laugh and cry. | felt a confidence 
being somebody on stage that | didn't feel 
in life. | still enjoy moving out of myself to 
interpret another character. Exploration of 
a life different from your own is fascinating. 


TDC: Where did you get the guts to pursue 
an actor's life? 

JP: | haven't had rejection in some time. 
But | remember rehearsing My Fair Lady. 
l'd been waiting six weeks for this audition. 
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Га even gotten a new frock. | was walking 
across the stage to give my music to the 
pianist when a voice said, “Thank you very 
much. We're looking for a blonde." 

What it comes down to is a determina- 
tion inside. You know you can do it and you 
just go on till someone gives you a job. 


TDC: What do you think of your newfound 
popularity in America? 

JP: | enjoy it enormously. | find Americans 
extremely open. It's nice that America is 
discovering me. | haven't done many films 
before so it's not surprising that people are 
just finding me now. 

l've begun to adore filming. It is quite 
different from the stage. They both start 
from the premise of truth and credibility. 
But theater is an actor's medium; film is a 
director's. 

In the theater you see four people on the 
stage at the same time and the audience 
chooses who to look at. No close-ups, 
nobody in the background. And nobody 
can help you—you go through the whole 
journey of your character without a stop. 
No one shouts cut. 

In film you are not in charge of your own 
performance. It is the director's choices 
you see on the screen. Yet film allows your 
character to exist more naturally because 
you don't have to project. Theater perfor- 
mance must be larger than life. Film allows 
you a greater freedom of subtlety. 


TDC: Have you enjoyed life as an actress? 
JP: It's been turbulent, but very fulfilling. 
The failures make it turbulent. If, like now, 
I’m on the crest of a wave, one kind of 
thinks—there's got to come a failure and 
then I can start up again. | often keep in 
mind these lines from Kipling's “If”: “If you 
can meet with Triumph and Disaster / and 
treat those two imposters just the same..." 
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No disaster is really a complete disaster. A 
triumph is also not necessarily your best work. 


TDC: What's the most difficult thing about 
acting? 

JP: You can never be satisfied with your 
own work. There's always somewhere else 
you'd have liked to go with the part, if only 
you had had more time, if the director had 
been better. You're always reaching. Larry 
(Lord Olivier) used to say to me, “Be aware 
that what you've got is already good 
because perfection can be the enemy of a 
good performance.” 

Being an actor is like being a rubber 
ball—the harder you bounce it down the 
higher it goes up. If I’m going down, | want 
it to be with a good bang. 


TDC: What’s the most enjoyable part of 
acting? 

JP: | just love doing it. Hard work is 
fascinating. When Larry was asked this 
question he said “I don’t know, does the 
race horse enjoy winning the race?” We 
enjoy the achievement, but it was hard 
work getting there. 


TDC: What was Olivier’s influence? 

JP: We shared the same ideals. He had so 
much more experience and practice that | 
was astounded by what he could bring to a 
role—the audacity, the daring, the 
courage. He inspired the rest of us to push 
beyond our barriers. 


TDC: In Mrs. Appletree it was necessary to 
play not just an American, but a Southern 
matriarch. What did you use as inspiration 
for the role? 


Has Mrs. Appletree in 
n Promised Land, 


JP: | had an introduction to this when | 
did Driving Miss Daisy for television [a 
pilot for American television]. | did quite a 
lot of research for that on the place and 
the people as well as the accent. 


TDC: How do you prepare a part? 

JP: Research. | read and read and read 
and let the character come into my 
imagination bit by bit. | watch and observe 
the kind of person I'll be playing. | like to 
get an idea of how I’m going to look. Then 
| sort of start to live her. 


TDC: What are your favorite types of roles? 
JP: English actors have a very varied 
training. We enjoy versatility—the chance 
to play Lady Macbeth one week, the comic 
maid in a French farce the next week, and 
Chekhov the week after that. 

The experience with classical theatre 
makes you more daring. If you are playing 
Shakespeare, these characters are not 
contemporary so they are not within the 
reach of your everyday experience. You 
have to reach higher; you have to use your 
imagination more. 


TDC: The word truth keeps coming up in 
your conversation. What does “truth” 
mean to you? 
JP: | cannot define it. When it's there, it 
hits you inside. You have a sort of jolting 
recognition and the audience sees it too. 
Truth always works in acting. It’s the main 
thing. Keats said it when he wrote "Beauty 
is truth, truth beauty, / —that is all Ye 
know on earth, / and all Ye need to know." 
But it is how you interpret that truth 
that turns acting into an art form. You can 
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know the truth of something—say playing 
the death scene from Romeo and Juliet— 
while you are in the bath. You are 
weeping. It’s very moving. If you do that 
on stage your mascara is running and no 
one can understand a word you are 
saying. Truth and sincerity have to be 
translated so you are communicating with 
the audience. That’s what takes the talent 
and the skill. 


TDC: How do you feel about your children 
choosing to follow you into the theater? 
JP: My two daughters are actresses and 
my son is a director. Originally Larry and 1 
tried to discourage them. They only saw us 
when we were successful. They'd never 
seen us struggle. We were worried that 
they would have unrealistic expectations. 
Now, І have to admit, | like it. It gives us a 
lot to talk about. 

When they were growing up Larry and ! 
tried very hard to keep our private life 
separate from our public life. | don't like 
living in a goldfish bowl. We felt it was best 
for the family to live out of that glare. 


TDC: But you married the most famous 
actor in the world. You must have known... 
JP: (Laughing) Yes, well... 


_ TDC: Do you feel you are still learning or 


have you mastered your craft? 

JP: Never will | admit to having mastered 
anything. You become too complacent. It's 
good to come into contact with new 
directors. To be pushed. When you see an 
actor do something unpredictable, that's 
when they become interesting. When they 
do something alarming, but truthful. 


TDC: What are your plans? 

JP: lm 65 and hope to be acting for many 
more years. At present | have two movies 
opening, also two films that were made for 
television. I’m trying to decide between 
three film scripts, and the National Theatre 
of England has asked me to come back for 
a six-month run. 


TDC: Sounds like you're the busiest actress 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 


_ JP: Oh no, my dear. That's Emma Thompson.

n planning Beauty and the Beast, directors Gary 

| Trousdale and Kirk Wise had to turn a dark, 

— | classical drama into a lively, modern smash hit. 

Not an easy assignment. 

The Little Mermaid had recently been released to enormous 
Success. Trousdale remembers Walt Disney Studios Chairman 
Jeffrey Katzenberg saying at the time that “Mermaid is such a 
monster hit that why don't we put some songs in Beauty?’ So 
they hired Howard Ashman and Alan Menken," Mermaid's 
songwriters. According to Linda Woolverton, Beauty and the 
Beast's screenwriter, “Beauty never would have been what 
Beauty was without Little Mermaid." 

True. In fact, Disney movies from 
Fantasia to The Rescuers Down Under 
inspired—and sometimes hindered—the 
making of Beauty and the Beast. 

Ashman recommended one particular 
Disney film to Woolverton. “Howard was 
convinced that each scene in a Disney 
animated feature has an umbrella of 
emotion that permeates the entire 
scene," Woolverton recalls. *He used the 
opening sequence of Pinocchio as an 
example," showing how every element, 
including the golden hues of Gepetto's 
workshop, created a mood. Woolverton applied this theory to 
Beauty. For example, she worked to infuse mystery and danger 
into the dungeon scene where Belle bargains with the Beast to 
free her father. 

Moreover, Woolverton watched Cinderella, partly on a hunch 
that it would help and partly because "it had small, little 
characters that were helping Cinderella along," as Belle has 
Lumiere, Cogsworth, and Mrs. Potts. 

Beauty and the Beast's visuals came from elsewhere. Art 
director Brian McEntee adapted Bambi’s use of light and shade 
to set moods and focus on important characters. Trousdale 
recalls that Katzenberg wanted Beauty to emulate the *vast 
vistas and huge scenic shots" in The Rescuers Down Under, which 
was being finished at the time. "The best example," says 
Trousdale, is the shot where "Belle escapes from the castle." 

But The Little Mermaid continued to weigh heavily on the 
filmmakers. Trousdale simply says, "The question kept coming 
up: ‘How are we going to follow that act?” 

One solution: make Belle different from Ariel. “We wanted to 
make the character more mature," Linda Woolverton Says. 
Visually, Belle "has a slightly more dainty mouth; fuller lips but 
not quite so wide a cheerleader smile," says Belle's supervising 
animator, James Baxter. 

For Belle's voice, Trousdale auditioned Ariel herself, Jodie 
Benson. "She's got a great sound,” Ashman pointed out, “but it's 
kind of the All-American girl sound.” Trousdale explains that 
Belle’s “European, slightly older, slightly more mature 
heroine was a different sound,” which was supplied by 
actress Paige O’Hara. 

As Trousdale, Wise & Co. fled Ariel’s long shadow,

Glen Keane struggled with himself. Keane, supervising animator 
'on the Beast, had drawn other big characters, including the 
massive bear in The Fox and the Hound and Professor Ratigan, 
the largest rodent-villain in The Great Mouse Detective. 

That was the problem. “I kept drawing the Beast similar to 
the bear or Ratigan." І 

Keane fought back. “To get away from a conventional 
character design approach, where you have forms for the 
animators to draw"—an oval for a face, a cylinder for a neck—"l 
started drawing his skeleton.” Keane drew the Beast “from the 
inside out, from bones, muscles and all that, so nobody could 
start to mistake 
him for Ratigan, 
the bear, or 
anything else we 
had done.” 

Some Disney in- 
fluence did sneak 
in. Keane describes 
the devil in 
Fantasia’s “Night 
on Bald Mountain” 
sequence as “more 
of a moving 
sculpture" than a 
cartoon. “I was trying to approach the Beast in a similar way, in 
the transformation section particularly." Trousdale notes that 
after the Beast transforms, "when he's in the final dance scene, 
the ballroom dance, that's beat for beat the dance that Sleeping 
Beauty and the Prince do" in the finale of their movie. 

Other characters, other ancestors. Remember "The Legend of 
Sleepy Hollow" segment of Ichabod and Mr. Toad? "Brom Bones 
is the village lout,” says Trousdale, “the big guy that all the girls 
like except for one." Trousdale adds, "We had drawings of Brom 
Bones up" in the offices. Beauty's handsome lunk Gaston *was 
very much patterned after him." 

Patterns for Beauty and the Beast's enchanted objects 


weren't so readily at hand. “| put together a tape of a lot of 
cartoons from our studio and other studios that had animated 
inanimate objects," says Dave Pruiksma. “All the people that 
were working on the objects got together and watched it." 

Pruiksma, supervising animator on Mrs. Potts and her son 
Chip, scrutinized the teapot from the Mad Tea Party in Alice in 
Wonderland and Merlin's magical sugar bowl from The Sword in 
the Stone. For Mrs. Potts’ personality, “I thought a lot about the 
Retta Shaw part in Mary Poppins, where she's the heavyset 
maid with the nanny hat. 

Meanwhile, Lumiere's supervising animator Nick Ranieri had 
to make a footless, legless candlestick move. He.scanned 
Pruiksma's tape. “There was something—1l can't remember— 
from Melody Time or Make Mine Music or one of those, where 
there's a clarinet or something like that that was hopping 
around, in the exact same shape as Lumiere, and | thought, 
‘That’s close to what he should do: for the most part, hop.’ When 
Lumiere had to walk, as during the song “Be Our Guest,” his base. 
flopped like the “feet” of the mushroom dancers in Fantasia. 

Disney influences weren't the only influences. Keane studied real- 
life animals. Actress Leslie Caron and other women inspired Baxter. 
All of the animators used the script, voices and storyboards. 
Everyone contributed experience, creativity, talent, ideas and sweat. 

Nevertheless, the Disney legacy meant the most. “All the 
artists that are here are here because of a tremendous 
background of influence from all the Disney films,” Dave 
Pruiksma says. 

He defines that influence simply: “This accumulated body of 
brilliant work that upholds us and pushes us forward.”
